a local hospital, ivas placed under 
arrest, together with Referee D. C. 
Kyan of Detroit anil Frank O'Brien 
of Philadelphia, who acted as second 
for 
Lewis. Prosecuting 
Attorney 


Brown said 
today 
that 
warrants 


would be asked for tomorrow, chars- 
ins Liswis with murder and charging 
Kyan and O'Brien with aiding and 
aliening in a prize- tight. The coron- 
er's imiuest on Ward's death will IK- 
held tomorrow morning. 


Ward died ot cerebral hemorrhage 


according to the physicians who at- 
tended 
him. He 
was 
unconscious 


until his death, except for a short per- 
iod. 
Four physicians worked 
over 


him throughout the night. 
Lewis and his friends assert that it 
was not the knockout blow 
which 
caused Ward's death, but the heavy 
fall to the floor that followed. 
They 
say the tloor was not sufficiently pad- 
ded. 
Others asst-rl that the 
terrific 


final blow received by Ward caused 
his collapse and death. 
He has just 


risen from the floor after taking 
a 


count of nine seconds, following 
a 
hard swing on the jaw. Lewis swung 
again to tlie jaw aiirt Ward dropped 
to the floor and wiih unconscious when 
(he count of ten was finished. 


At tlie conehihion of a postmortem 
Dr. llilliker, wh oeonducted H. an- 
nounced tin- death due to eonsussion 
of the brain. 
He found the blood 


clot at the- base of the brain, at tlie 
point \\here W-ird struck I he floor. 
Lewis said today:

"I did not know how hard \ was 


hilling him in that last swing. I saw 
my dinner to win tin- light and 1 
let go.
